McGill University is going to 
cxpand^Jts^acconimodation and 
vocationBl^^ilitics to ' the' tune 
of $9,000,000, according to the 
litatcmcnt prepared by P. AV. 
MacFarlanc, superintendent of 
university buildings, and author- 
ized ■ for publication by Dr. F. 
'Cyril' James. At present, pro- 
jects involving an expenditure 
of approximately 12,004,750 arc 
underway, while an additional 
program which will cost $3,875,- 
130 will be completed before 
1948. 

The Hoyal Victoria College for 
co-edj is to be enlarged to three 
times its present size. Having ac- 
quired all the ground bounded by 
Univenity, Slierbrooke, and Shu- 
' ter- atreet3| south ■ of the Montreal 
Uigii'~ School, the univenity . auth- 
orities will extend R.V.C. over the 
whole area.

Minister Ian Mackenzie's sho{t 
address to-McGill veteran and non- 
veteran students in Moysc Hall on 
Friday turned many a politically- 
sensitive stomach. 

After the McGill Daily buildrup, 
under the heading "Will Defend 
Vets' Charter in Moysc Hall" and 
ttie report that "he Is ready and 
willing to try and answer any ques- 
tion to do with either (he Govern- 
ment's veteran or general policies," 
Mackenzie offered nothing but a 
watted hour of reminiscences, rhet- 
oric, platitudes, .and evasions. 

To veterans back from fighting 
fronts around the. world, he offered 
Barry's great speech on courage. 
To the question on the Govern- 
ment's present attitude towards in- 
creased maintenance grants, in view 
. of the more comprehensive statis- 
tics, available, the rising costs of 
•living and the increase in the num 
: bër of veterans leaving- universities, 
he replied that there is to be a 
meeting ih Ottawa on that subject 
shortly. 

To a further question on his own 
personal opinion lowurds increased 
grants, he had only the reply, "I'm 
a Scot." To a question on milk sub- 
sidies, he answered that it was out 
of his department. To a veteran, 
. past the fifty-year mark, still seek- 
ing employment at a better rate 
than 36 cents an hour and turned 
down by Government departments 
on account of age, he offered sym- 
pathy. 

The time available may have 
been short, but Minister Mackenzie 
did not use It to the best advantage! 
University students, and especially 
veteran students, could not and can- 
not appreciate kindergarten poll- 
tics.

comes word that University offi- 
cials are "reasonably certain" that 
a McGill Employment Bureau, 
serving both veteran and non- 
veteran students, will supersede 
UniVet Enterprises and the pres- 
ent Employment ^ Service in the 
Union, sometime next year. When 
the new organization begins to 

' function, it will provide part-time 
.work, and take on the additional 
and important service o( placing 
graduating students In full time 
Jobs. UniVet is filling in until or- 

'•ganization plaas are completed. 

.'• For vets, with strict limitations 
on available working time, UniVei 
.will try to fit Jobs to spare hours 
bVlweeni lectures, evenings or on 

. week-ends. 



Mr. S. R. Noble, O.B.E., will be 
guest speaker at a Joint meeting 
of the McGiU and R.V.C. Historical 
Societies, on Monday evening, No- 
vember' 18th, at, 8.30 p.m., in the 
R.V.C. Conunon Boom. 

Mr. Noble Is considered to be an 
outstanding aiithority on the sub- 
ject of his address, "Money and 
Banking in the Iiiteiprelatlon of 
History". He has achieved, interna- 
tional recognition as an economist 
and is at present General Manager 
of the Industrial Development 
Bank, which he organized and esta- 
blished. 

This Bank, a novel Institution In 
Canada, is a very important factor 
In the great Industrial expansion 
of the Dominioa today, having been 
set up to loan money at low interest 
rates to new. and worthwhile indus- 
trial enterprises. ■ 

Mr. Noble, born In 18S7i became 
connected with the Royal Bank of 
Canada at Fredericton, N.B., in 
1903, and was transferred to the 
head office at Montreal In 1907,' In 
1917 he was appblnted General' In- 
spector ol Foreif^;^jBnpches.8nd in 
his' connection'' he= trâvtlled' widely, 
conducting much of the Bank's 
business abroad. 

In 1921 he became General Sup- 
ervisor of the Cuban Branches, 
and ih 1922, ét the age of 39, As- 
sistant General Manager of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, 

During the Second World War, 
Mr. Noble procured leave of ab- 
sence from the Royal Bank and 
filled several important posts for 
the Federal Government at Ottawa, 
among these .Vice President of the 
Prices Stabilization Corporation 
and Special Advisor to the War 
Time Prices and Trade Board. He 
was also Sugar Administrator for 
the Dominion Government, a posi- 
tion which he still holds. 

In addition to his official duties 
Mr. Noble contributed articles to 
several economic Journals and was 
selected to write the Canadian con- 
tributory article for a collection of 
essays on Monetary Theory pre- 
sented to Professor Irving Fisher, 
Head of the Department of Eco- 
nomics at Yale University: Chosen 
to write these articles, which were 
later published>^ini,book .form, were 
the leading economists from as 
many countries as possible. 

In addUlon to his positions in the 
economic field, Mr. Noble is Presi- 
dent of the Canadian West Indies 
League and Vice President of the 
Canadian Political Science Associa- 
tion. . ' ■ 

McGill and R.V.C. Historical So- 
cieties consider themselves very 
fortunate in having as their guest 
speaker a practising banker and 
economic theorist with the wealth 
of experience possessed by Mr. 
Noble.

Mitch Bourke, Housing Director 
for the Veterans' Society, will re- 
port on the present situation of 
housing accommodation at a meet- 
ing of the Housing Committee in 
the Music Room of the Union at S 

o'clock today. Wednesday. All stu- 
dent veterans who are having dif- 
fict^jj ta ; obtaining suitable ac- 
commodation have been urged to 
attend this meeting and also all 
student veterans who are willing 
to assist the Housing Director. Vet- 
erans attending ar«. requested to 
come . prepared to discuss the 
actual details of their needs so that 
definite action can be taken at 
once. 

Survey of the questionnaires in 
dicates that 140 student veterans 
indicated, varying degrees of dis; 
satisfaction with their present ac- 
commodation; this represents about 
4.3 per 'Cent, of the total number 
of veterans registered at McGill. 
Reasons, given are^ uncongenial 
surroundings; limited space; exces- 
sive costs, and distance from the 
University.' In general the , dissatis 
'faction Is equally divided between 
married and single veterans. 

Both single and double rooms are 
available ,on Sherbrooke street in 
the , vicinity of the University- at 
rales of |4 and $5 a week. Further 
details will be given' at the meeting, 
at which representatives from the 
various housing and resident 
centres of the University will be 
present to report on the situations 
at their respective places.

The volume of requests has ne- 
cessitated the hiring of a full-time 
secretary. This expense, along with 
the telephone answering system, 
telephone bills, advertising office 
supplies, etc., cannot be met with- 
out funds, and it has been decided 
to take a commission .of 10 per 
cent on temporary, employm.ent 
and 5 per cent on employment last- 
ing more than two months. The 
organization is non-profit; all ex 
cess funds will remain in the 
UniVet coffers. The books arc al- 
ways open for inspection. 

The president, Ernie Temple, em- 
phatically states that activities and 
services will be as extensive as the 
funds will permit. "Dishonestry on

In a spirited debate last night 
the rciolution "Colonial Empires 
Arc a Threat to World Peace", up- 
held by two representatives of Mc- 
Gill was de/eated by the two rep- 
resentatives of the Montreal Board 
of Trade, debating . for , McGill 
were J. M. Monk and C. Ri Butter- 
worth and for the Board of Trade, 
Messrs. Byers and Savage. Chair- 
man was H. M. BanfiU. 

Mr.' Monk opened by defining a 
colony as an outlying possession 
with its own goyernmcnt.yet under 
a central government Hii ''defini- 
tion of a threat followed "any dis- 
ruption of peace at all is a threat 
to world peace". He then made the 
point that three-quarter . billion 
people who are in colonies over the 
globe can hardly have equality 
and political freedom as is outlined 
in the Atlantic Charter. 

As an example, he mentioned 
that General dc tinulle gave Al- 
geria its freedom, then changed his 
mind and sent in troops to protect 
them. When Algeria protested, 
more troops were sent and several 
cities raided. "In modern times 
French Indo- China, Anglo -Egyp- 
^tian Sudan, f alutina and India 



are potential threats to world 
peace. The very existence of col 
onles Is a, direct violation of the 
Atlantic Charter, he maintained. 

Mr. Byers then rose to say he 
had no quarrel with his opponent's 
remarks except that colonies were 
not, subjugated to the iiome govern 
ments and^that colonies, were help- 
ed towards freedom by imperial 
aid. 

"Also small conflicts are a threat 
only to peace, not to world peace.' 
A distinction must be made be 
tween cause and threatl There may 
be latent causes -of war without 
there being' actual threats to world 
peace, he said. 

"The only real threat to world 
peace is . the nature of the indivi- 
dual tind the passions of mankind, 
It is easier for two or three em- 
pires, to settle a territorial dispute 
than ' a large number> of smaller 
nations to do the same." 

C. R. Butterworth then took over 
to state that the benefits and pat 
rIoUc attachments and 100 other 
good points which come from being 
in an empire do not matter when 
one remembers that each colony is 
a i^tential tinder-box which needs

viz. bases in times, of war, man- 
power, markets for goods, raw ma- 
terials, etc. Consequently the ques- 
tion of their possession foments 
wars. 

A fiery entrance was then made 
into the debate by Mr. Savage, as- 
serting that empires segregate wars 
and keep - them in separate cages 
and don't let them spread, "Revolts 
are subjugated by the mother 
country in question without bring- 
ing In other powers." 

As ap olnt in his favour he men- 
tioned that Newfoundland had left 
the empire and then reentered of 
her own accord. He closed saying. 
"We feel our opponents have not 
established that all colonies are a

The silver lining that proverbially lurks in 
cvcty dark cloud broke through the general fog 
of overcrowded college facilities yesterday when 
plans were released for the expanÉion of most 
of the major buildings on the campus. Univer- 
sity officials are to be complimented indeed for 
the all-inclusiveness and scope of activity to be 
undertaken to fill a need that has become most 
pressing over the past year. 

As far as undergraduates are concerned, the 
highlights of the programme are the proposed 
additions to the residential 'facilities of McGill. 
Royal Victoria College is to be expanded three- 
fold, while two wings to the home-like Douglas 
Hall Residence are also to be built. For students 
from out of town, who often find boarding-house 
life lacking in companionship,thc new accommo- 
dations are indeed a boon. Within the student- 
body at large, it provides a nucleus of active, 
well-organized undergraduates to whom college 
life is far more than just a mere continuation of 
high school studies. 

It would also seem that those in charge of Mc- 
Gill's destinies are determined to retain McGill's 
pre-eminence in the field of medicine, a distinc- 
tion which is largely responsible for the world- 
wide reputation of this University. A new build- 
ing south of the present Medical edifice will give 
future medical and pre-mcdical students ample 
room in which to pursue their chosen profession 
with the advantages of the most modern of equip- 
ment. 

Doubling of the Redpath Library, long ru- 
moured, will now become a reality, while the ad- 
dition of an electronic wing to the south side of 
the Physics Building will help to^ maintain Mc- 
Gill's position as a distinguished centre of re- 
search and study. The. new swimming pool and 
rink auditorium as (he completing links in the 
War memorial are also on the building agenda. 

It is heartening to see that McGill is accepting 
unflinchingly the burdéns and Tesponsibilities 
which our present era have thrust upon her and 
the confident optimism of University authorities 
in the future destiny of this seat of learning are 
reflected in the magnitude of the undertaking. 
It is, of courst, economically prudent that actual 
building operations will be undertaken as soon 
as present conditions have reached « slate of at 
ieàst relative nbrmality, and it is to be sincerely 
hoped, that this time may be measured in brief 
months rather than years, i— H.S, », ■ ; !

Frafernization 
In Japan

Once the pressure of routine mili- 
tary duties on the American troops 
in Japan began to lessen somewhat 
they started to look around for 
means of reducing the tedium of 
life In an occupied country. Con- 
sequently the problem of fratern- 
ization arose. 

On the basis of . their experience 
In Europe American authorities 
took a hands-off attitude toward 
this question. ."Let the men adopt 
a mode of behaviour compaUble 
with their own consciences." they 
reasoned. The men did Just that. 
Their viewpoint was generously 
uninhibited by any conflicting Ideas 
of politics and sex. One had nothing 
to do with the other. It was on that 
premise that all their subsequent 
behaviour was based. 

Each Individual resolved his own 
approach to the subject, but the 
matter as a whole can be listed un- 
der general headings. Basically it 
was dependent upon the degree of 
amusement desired. 

Let us first consider the Geisha. 
Prior to the occupation the Geisha 
was represented in the American 
mind as a rather grotesque figure 
swathed In the traditional gaudy 
klmona. with mountains of Jet 
black hair piled high on the head. 
Despite the nature of her task, she 
was nevertheless shrouded with a 
degree of respectability borne of 
her position as a curiosity. During 
the initial stages of the occupation 
Geisha houses were centres of con- 
centrated interest precipitated by 
inquisltlveness or what have you.

Music 
was provided by a Japanese or- 
chestra whose repertoire of state- 
side music was strictly pre-Fearl 
Harbour. MP's were often in at- 
tendance to escort the girls home 
afltr the dance. Nothing stronger 
than coca-cola was ever served in 
any of these places. The most no- 
table establishment of this type is 
located in the' heart of Tokyo and 
Is called "The Oasis of the Ginza". 

Americans were hardly content 
to manifest their affections on a 
solely institutional level and so with 
a commendable display of free en- 
terprise they sought to make con- 
tacts on an individual basis. Armed 
with adequate quantities of choco- 
late, cigarettes and natural charm 
they sallied forth determined to 
come to grips with the Japanese 
female. "Colbito" is the Japanese 
word for girl friend or sweetheart. 
Before many months had elapsed 
thé Americans had acquainted 
themselves with the meaning of 
the word in all its many oriental 
aspects. 

What effect all this interaction 
will have upon the moral structure 
of the Japanese women Is merely 
a matter of conjecture. As far as 
the Americans are concerned it is 
only a touch-and-go relationship. 
One fact stands out, howiver, and 
that is that the population of Neises 
In the world is definitely on the 
upswing.

Dear Sir: 

When any Canadian citizen pub- 
licly lauds racial discrimination and 
persecution of minorities, he de- 
serves to be regarded as a public 
enemy. When a Minister in the 
Canadian Cabinet voices such sen- 
timents, it is high time we took a 
good long look at our government 
in Ottawa. 

The Hon. Ian MacKenzle, Minis- 
ter of Veterans* Affairs in the 
federal government, recently ad- 
dressed an open meeting of the 
McGlll Liberal Club, at which he 
stated that he agreed emphatically 
with treatment accorded to Jap- 
anese-Canadians in this country 
during the war. It is to the ever- 
lasting shame of McGill that his 
remarks were loudly applauded by 
some members of the audience. 

Japanese-Canadians, both those 
born in this country and those ac- 
cepted for citizenship, have proved 
loyal to Canada throughout the war, 
withwt exception. Mr. MacKenzIe's 
stitemmt, when asked whether he 
knew of any case of disloyalty, to 
the effect that "Two were shot" is 
either -an unadulterated falsehood 
or is top secret information— not a 
single instance has been reported to 
the public of any Japanese-Can- 
adian being charged, not to mention 
convicted, on grounds of disloyalty 
to Canada. 

There is, conversely, every rea- 
son why they should have lacked 
loyally. This minority has been 
consistently discriminated against 
and persecuted, both' by the pro- 
vincial government of British 
Columbia and, since the war, by the 
federal government at Ottawa. They 
have been deprived of fundamental 
civil liberties, including the vote, by 
both these governments, and have 
been forced out of one field after 
another in economic life, by those 
brave advocates of "free competi- 
tion" who can't stand the con- 
sequence of the theory In action. 

The only thing that most of us 
learned from Mr. MacKenzle is that 
the war against fucism Is still to 
be won.

'Intercollegiate Sports 
Beneficial To McGill'

candle than to curse the dark> 
ness." 



What is the athletic policy re- 
garding Intercollegiate sports at 
McGill University? Who deter- 
mines thU policy? What is the 
purpose of Intercollegiate athle- 
tics? These are lust a few of the 
queries which every student 
must be able to answer before he 
or she can begin to comprehend 
the fundamental Issues which 
The Daily Intends to discuss in 
this series of articles. For it is 
essential that' the student body 
familiarize itself with the basic 
problems which hamper inter» 
colleglata athletics at McGiU, and 
thus be prepared to exert what 
innuence it can in . seeking a 
remedy. , 
THE OBJECTIVES 

What arc the objectives of in- 
tercollegiate athletics? We be- 
lieve that they are as follows: 

1) To foster "college spirit". 
That is, to' furnish the students 

and alumni with a common in 
terest in McGill, to instil In them 
a sense of pride in their Univer- 
sity, and to provide an outlet for 
their natural exuberance which 
at the same time keeps McGill 
foremost in their minds. 

2) To publicize the University 
throughout the country. Inter- 
collegiite athletics provides a 
very effective medium for keep- 
ing a college in the public eye. 
An excellent example of this is 
Notre Dame, which became fam- 
ed through Its tabuloiis football 
teams, and thus succeeded in at- 
tracting students from all over 
the continent. Several of Notre 
Dame's most wealthy benefactors 
are graduates who would never 
have attended the school were it 
not for its highly-publicized ath- 
letic endeavours. This point Is of 
extreme Importance at McGill, 



which relies on private financial 
support to exist. 

SOURCE OF FUNDS 

3) To provide a source of 
revenue for the University. There 
is no doubt that intercollegiate 
athletics, when properly organ- 
ized and publicized, attract huge 
crowds,,') willing to part with a 
few dollars to absorb the glamour 
and excitement ol college sports. 
There, are several universities in 
the USA who have been set on 

their feel financially through 
money derived from their athle- 
tic program. 

4) - To provide funds for the 
maintenance of so>called minor 
sports. The whole athletic pro- 
gram is aided substantially by the 
financial aid received from the 
money-malcing sports. 

5) To furnish training In sports- 
manship, teamwork, etc., for the 
competitors. The value of athle- 
tics for the individual, has been 
adwequately demonstrated time 
and again, and need not be dis- 
cussed further here. 

LACK OF TVUnfi 
The above are what we believe 
are the main objectives of in- 
tercollegiate athletics. They are 
commendable and desirable ob- 
jectives. That McGill University 
is willing, to derive the benefits 
of intercollegiate athletics is not 
open to doubt. That McGill Uni- 
versity is willing to grant inter- 
collegiate athletics the moral and 
financial support they merit it 
questionable. 

The athletics policy is limited 
by the amount of money allotted 
to the sports program by the 
University. That the athletics de- 
partment should be forced to be 
miserly and penny-pinching in 
its activities because ot lack of 
funds Is deplorable. In future 
articles we shall discuss this un- 
happy state of affairs, and sug- 
gest what we believe is the most 
rrcmijinK solution.

Coming to a smart 
halt, it spews forth an unlimited 
number of students, to say nothing 
of wives who work in the city. 
Meals and Recreation 

Noontime In the Peterson dining 
hall looks distinctly like Madeleine 
Vcrchcres garrison which once took 
post in the same locality; sans. None 
but women, children, and old men 
with no nine o'clocks arc in evid- 
ence., holding down the fort. But 
at the evening meal, the cafeteria is 
a scene of uproarious activity^ 
Wives get paired off with their 
hard-worked husbands, and each 
tabic is the meeting place for two 
or three families, with or without 
children. The "high-chair Row" 
residents are by no means segre- 
gated, and rhany d recently married 
vet has garnered an inkling of the 
onerous duties of fatherhood. 

After dinner, many couples head 
for the recreation hall, which is 
located in the other wing of the 
H-hut style.idining. hall. The rec 
hall was ,re6bhd!tioned at consider- 
able expense to the Students Coun- 
cil. The excellently varnished hard- 
wood floor will provide a sound 
groundwork for any jiving that 
takes place on future Saturday 
nights. As a matter of fact, a pre- 
miere took place last weekend. 
The rec hall also offers billiard and 
ping pong tables, a selection of easy 
chairs for those In need of further 
digesting the satisfactory meals, and 
a canteen which serves coffee, 
sandwiches, cokes, etc. 

Nocturnal Aeti\ity 

After the mail has been distribut- 
ed by volunteers In the evening, 
most students beat a rapid retreat 
to their rooms for a bit of mental 
exertion.' Though the walls arc by 
no means soundproof, it has been 
found perfectly feasible to study in 
one's room at^ night. Unofficial 
"gentlemen's agreement" rules have 
been suggested in some buildings, 
to ' cut down on the thunderous 
sound of feet in the corridor, 
shouts in the bathrooms, etc. This 
is not only in deference to the sleep- 
ing infants on the ground floor, but 
to all those who have a mind to 
plug up a bit of Anatomy or Ac 
countancy or Physics. 

Activities get under way in the 
morning at about 7.30, when break- 
fast starts. Couples, or parts of 
couples, straggle In up till 8.00, 
when the mad scramble for seats 
on the "Rocket" begins. By the 
time the later bus departs, life at 
Peterson becomes a matter for the 
wives' attention: vii.— keeping the 
forty-odd children within sight and 
sound. 

Inprovementa 
'The House Conunlttee, which is 
separate from but in liaison with 
the Peterson representatives on the 
Students' Council, has projected a 
number of improvements in facili- 
ties. A nursery is being established 
in an empty wing of the single 
quarters for the toddlers, while the 
mothers have 'gotten together on a 
"Weli-Chlld Clinic." The Residence 
also boasts a house doctor for em- 
ergency cases. Other planned im 
provements are: methods of answer- 
ing the phones in each block, faeil- 



iUes for light cooking of babies' 
food, laundry and trunk ~rooms, ad- 
ditions to the rec hall* furniture, 
fire precautions' and additions to 
the organlxed social life of resi- 
dents. 

LIVING CONDITIONS. 

Living conditions in individual 
suites have now become well ad- 
justed to the surroundings. Some 
furniture .was fortunately provided 
by the University, which has made 
a considerable effort to equip and 
convert quarters for its houseless 
veterans. After an orgy of amateur 
carpentry,'man7 couples have made 
makeshift additions to their furni- 
ture. Others came fully equipped. 
The rooms arc waiiii— excessively 
so— and double windows arc in the 
process of being added. Bathroom 
facilities iiavc - been improved, 
though most people are aware that 
the Airfbrcc did not leave tiled, in- 
laid private baths with tho depar- 
ture of its' personnel. 

Altogether, things arc running 
smoothly at Peterson. That fresh 
country air makes all the differ- 
ence. Life's not bad at the Lachine 
branch of the University— not bad 
at all.
